M. M. Porter, K.C., counsel for 
Western Canadian Collieries 
Ltd., Blairmore, told the Alberta 
Board of Public Utility Com¬ 
missioners Wednesday after¬ 
noon that “My client does not 
want to do business with East 
Kootenay Power Co. on any 
terms at all.” 

The board adjourned its sit¬ 
tings sine die to enable counsel 
to study the transcript of evi¬ 
dence given at the five-day 
hearing and prepare arguments 
to be sumitted later on the ap¬ 
plication of the collieries com¬ 
pany for a board order directing 
Calgary Power Ltd. to supply 
6,000 k.w. of energy to four 
mines in the Crows Nest Pass. 
G. M. Blackstock, K.C., and B. 
V. Massie. K.C., comprise the 
board. 

East Kootenay has supplied 
the four mines since 1922 and 
the application for the order 
was filed some weeks ago after 
East Kootenay gave notice that 
from January 1, 1949, the rate 
charged for power would be in¬ 
creased from .9 cent to 1.25 cents 
per kilowatt hour. The collieries 
company complained that the 
East Kootenay service was not 
satisfactory. 

Harry Thompson, vice-presi¬ 
dent, Montreal Engineering Co., 
parent company of Calgary 
Power Ltd., told the board Wed¬ 
nesday afternoon that Calgary 
Power could only supply, the 4 
mines direct with about 3,000 
k.w. under prevailing conditions 
and facilities. At present Cal¬ 
gary Power was supplying power 
to East Kootenay over an inter- 

Pincher-Macleod 
No. 3 Highway 
Finished 


After two years work the No. 
3 highway, part of the southern 
Trans - Canada highway, has 
been completed. The seal coat 
has now been laid and it is ex¬ 
pected that the smooth coat will 
be laid down next spring. 

The completed section of 
highway permits the motorist 
to drive on a modern hard-sur¬ 
faced highway from Pincher 
Creek right past Lethbridge to 
Taber on the east. It also per¬ 
mits one to drive from Pincher 
Creek to Calgary on hard-sur¬ 
face as the Macleod to Calgary 
highway is practically complete. 

The rough, dusty No. 3 high¬ 
way from the Crows Nest Pass 
to Pincher Creek still remains 
untouched although it is sur¬ 
veyed for a new highway. It 
has been stated that 1949 will 
see the construction of the new 
highway and that 1950 should 
see a modern highway stretch¬ 
ing right across southern Al¬ 
berta from the Saskatchewan to 
the B.C borders. 


communication line and receiv¬ 
ed other power in return but 
Calgary Power did not want to 
sell bulk power to East Koote¬ 
nay as it would entail capital 
expenditures which Calgary 
Power did not wish to make. 
Calgary Power objected to serv¬ 
ing the mines with East Koote¬ 
nay acting as “middleman.” 

At the conclusion of the evi¬ 
dence G. H. Steer, K.C., Edmon¬ 
ton, counsel for East Kootenay, 
asked the board to give East 
Kootenay until March 15, 1949, 
to formulate plans for improv¬ 
ing its system and “firming” its 
production. He also asked that 
the board’s auditors examine 
the rate structure. 

Mr. Porter said Western Ca¬ 
nadian Collieres did not want to 
do business any longer with East 
Kootenay. “When we get 
through bolstering up this ven¬ 
ture we will have a capital 
charge of from $7,000,000 to $7,- 
500,000 to produce from 22,000 
to 27,000 k.w. while the Calgary 
Power with approximately the 
same investment at the Spray 
Lakes will produce 50,000 k.w. 
Consider the difference in 
rates.” 

E. J. Chambers, K.C., appear¬ 
ing for Calgary Power Ltd, 
made no comment. 

Frank Harquill, manager of 
Hillcrest-Mohawk, one of the 4 
mines involved, said his com¬ 
pany at present had a contract 
load of 1,000 k.w with East 
Kootenay but anticipated the 
mine would need an additional 
450 k.w. next year. “If we are to 
exist in a stiff competitive mar¬ 
ket we must increase the use of 
mine machinery and cut down 
on labor costs,” he said.

camp and Canada holds forth 
. for him new hope of the future.

Regular meeting of council 
was held on Tuesday evening. 
Present Mayor Aboussafy, 
Councillors Dutil, Jenkins, 
Lowe, Ramsay, Wilson and 
Wood. 

Mr. Bruno Michalski was 
present and notified council 
he had purchased the Star 
Shoe Repair Shop building 
and that he desired to carry 
on shoe repairing and later 
shoe sales. He asked for a 
business license. He was ad¬ 
vised to first secure his pro¬ 
vincial license. 

Chief Antle reported on the 
fire last week in the town’s 
nuisance ground. A list of 
fireworkers was submitted 
along with their hours of 
work. Thanks was expressed 
to Forest Ranger Frew and 
his assistant for helping quell 
the fire and bringing along 
some of their fire-fighting 
equipment. 

The Chief advocated using 
the ’cat to dig a trench around 
nuisance ground to act as a 
fire barrier and to fell some 
scrub timber adjacent to the 
grounds. 

Councillor Wood brought 
up the subject of the open air 
skating rink located in the 
Park. Discussion revealed 
that the Sports’ Assoc, was al¬ 
lotting the hour of 4 to 5 p. m. 
every week day to youngsters 
10 years and under and their 
parents to skating in the big 
arena. In addition the young¬ 
sters will be permitted to 
skate four nights each week. 
The schedule also allows Sat¬ 
urday skating for the small 
fry. As a result council did 
not commit itself to action on 
the open air rink until it saw 
how the arena schedule was 
working out. 

Joe Malanchuk was ap¬ 
pointed enumerator for the 
municipal election to be held 
in March. 

Councillor Lowe referred to 
a recent news item in The 
Journal re the Coleman brass 
band instruments. Mayor F. 
Aboussafy explained what 
was planned. Councillor J. 
Lowe, a former bandmaster, 
gave a few unvarnished facts 
on the support given the last 
brass band and then, at the 
Mayor’s invitation, consented 
to co-operate in an endeavor 
to secure the band instruments 
and place them in town cus¬ 
tody. 

It has cost bitween $2200 
and $3000 each year for many 
years for pumping in order to 
maintain an adequate water 
supply for the town. This 
cost will be maintained in the 
future unless some plan is de¬ 
vised to get the full flow of 
Nez Perce creek into the dam. 
Town foreman J. Malanchuk 
and Mayor Aboussafy last 
week-end travelled up the 
creek to the headwaters, saw 
where the water disappeared, 
preaumably into the mine 
workings of McGillivray, and 
re-appear as a trickle further 
down the creek and drain in¬ 
to the dam. It was proposed 
to use a ’cat to straighten out 
2,800 feet of creek bed and in 
other places seal the bed 
with clay. Following discus¬ 
sion it was decided to have a 
meeting with general mana¬ 


ger J. J. McIntyre and one of 
his engineers to determine 
what workings had taken 
place beneath the creek bed 
and how best it could be im¬ 
proved si that the flo v of wa¬ 
ter could be kept on the sur¬ 
face to drain into the dam 
thus lessening if not entirely 
eliminating pumping costs on 
water taken from Crows Nest 
river. 

Some months ago council 
approached the Board of 
Trade with the suggestion 
that main street windows 
could be lighted in much 
greater degree and offered the 
merchants a special light rate 
if they agreed to keep window 
lights burning all night and 
every night. The Board stud¬ 
ied the suggestion and found 
that it would be necessary for 
each store to install its own 
meter. This discovery cadked 
loss of interest in the suggest¬ 
ion. Tuesday the Light & 
Water Co. suggested to coun¬ 
cil that the merchants be 
again approached with a re 
duced light offer on all dis¬ 
play lighting. 

Details are to be worked 
out but they will likely be 
based on a light rate at a 
fraction above coat to the 
town. The light would have 
to be in every night. The re¬ 
sult of increased light would 
be to light the street through¬ 
out the night, give the irter- 
chant a better chance to dis¬ 
play his goods, give the cus¬ 
tomers the opportunity of in¬ 
creased window shopping, 
help..eliminate theft, better 
publicity for the town from 
travellers passing through. 

Street lights will be turned 
on at 6 a. m. to help workers 
walk with greater ease to 
work. ^ 

Police committee reported 
on an interview with its depu¬ 
ty police. He is to be on the 
job on assigned nights and 
there are to be no substitutes. 
It was revealed that the depu¬ 
ty had asked for a wage boost 
of $8 per month from $37 to 
$45. Council granted a $3 
raise. The deputy works a 
minimum of six days each 
month. He works every Fri¬ 
day nig 1 t prior to pay Satur¬ 
day and every Saturday night.

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A Successful Year 


Chicken Confuses 
Manitoba Farmer 


AT THE CONG'LUSION OF ANOTHER tourist season the Dominion 
Travel Bureau has reported a very successful year in'this growing and im¬ 
portant branch of Canadian industry. Because of our close proximity to 
the United States, the number of Americans who visit Canada are always 
an indication of the volume of tourist traffic. This year it is estimated that 
4,550,443 American cars entered Canada, which was considerably more than 
the number which entered in the same period in 1947. The amount of Unit¬ 
ed States currency spent by tourists here this season has not yet been 
made known, but it is hoped that it will exceed by at least ten pep cent, 
the 235 million American dollars which were brought into Canada during 
the holiday season last year. This aspect of the tourist business was con¬ 
sidered especially important this year because of Canada’s low reserve of 
United State? funds. 


WINNIPEG, Man.—Amos Vince 
of Ashern, Man., is very con¬ 
fused. 

The cause of his confusion is 
a chicken that can’t make up Its 
mind whether it wants to be a 
male or a female. 

In a letter to the Manitoba 
Agriculture Department Vince 
said that he had recently receiv¬ 
ed 12 Leghorn cockerels from 
the hatchery. However, one of 
the cockerels started laying 
eggs. After laying about a dozen 
eggs the pullet decided that 
there was no future in eggs and 
proceeded to do a turn-about. 

In less Than three days the 
bird blossomed into a full-feath¬ 
ered cockerel. 

Manitoba poultry experts say 
that the occurence is rare but 
has happened before. They say 
that to their knowledge a male 
has never become a female but 
females can become males. 


OTTAWA. — Dr. G. S. Hume, 
Chief of the Geological Survey, 
Resources Department, said that 
new discovery of oil in Alberta 
will make the Prairie Provinces 
self-sufficient in a short time. 

"It is certain that the Prairie 
Provinces will be self-sufficient and 
yield a surplus as a result of the dis¬ 
coveries of the Leduc and Redwater 
wells near Edmonton,” he told the 
Ottawa branch of the Canadian In¬ 
stitute of Mining and Metallurgy. 

Currently the Leduc field is pro¬ 
ducing more than 500,000 barrels of 
oil a month. In June the Leduc field 
surpassed the famed Turner Valley in 
production. 

Dr. Hume said the Redwater field 
has not started production yet but It 
contains great potentiality. 

Ha warned that the time is ap¬ 
proaching when the west coast will 
not be able to get sufficient oil by 
importing from California. Consump¬ 
tion in that state was nearing pro¬ 
duction level. 

.. "All of our western oil comes from 
California, so the self-sufficiency of 
the prairie^ may be of interest to the 
west coast,” he added. 

He doubted if oil from the new Al¬ 
berta fields will be transported east. 


Disastrous floods, which swept British Columbia 
in the early summer, and extensive forest fires in 
northern Quebec and Ontario were believed to 
have been responsible for a considerable decrease 
in the tourist business in those areas, which normally attract many thou¬ 
sands of visitors. At a Dominion-Provincial tourist conference, held in Ot¬ 
tawa in October, it was reported that there was an increase in tourist 
trade this year of from one to twelve per cent, over 1947. British Colum¬ 
bia was the only province to report a decrease, the figure for this season 
being five per cent, less than in the previous year. The Dominion Tourist 
Bureau reported that as many as 4,200 inquiries were received in one day 
regarding holiday resorts in Canada, and more than three million pieces of 
literature were mailed out by the bureau this season.

Mortlach’s population in 1946, ac¬ 
cording to the quinquennial census, 
was given at 255. The population 
is down from that figure now.

ING PRICES—Symbolic of all festive holidays is the turkey, which is be¬ 
coming noticeably absent from the public's table. The high prices of meat 
and fowl have lessened the sales of those products, so that most holidays 
are being celebrated now without the customary fowl on the dining-room 
table.

Passes 


Died in N.S. Oct. 28; Came 

to Coleman in 1902; Had 

Written Several Articles on 

Coleman’s Early Days. 

Barrington, N.S., Oct. 28 — 
Canon R. A. Robinson, retired 
Anglican clergyman, died here 
today.,Born in Annapolis Royal, 
Feb. 21, 1869, the son of Dr. Aug¬ 
ustus and Sarah (Kinnear) 
Robinson.-Educated in Annapo¬ 
lis Royal and at Wycliffe Col¬ 
lege, University of Toronto. Or¬ 
dained at Guelph, Ontario, 1895. 
Rector of Fergus from 1897 until 
1902. Served in the Diocese of 
Calgary from 1902 until 1911, 
first at Coleman, later at La- 
combe. Appointed honorary 
Canon of the Calgary pro-Ca- 
thedral in 1909. Later served in 
the Diocese of Fredericton, first 
in Dorchester, from 1911 to 1915: 
later in -Stanley from 1915-22. 
Represented the British Foreign 
Bible Society from 1922 to 1924, 
residing in Amherst and Parrs- 
boro, N.S. Became Rector of 
Shelburne, Dioceses of Nova 
Scotia, from 1924 until his re¬ 
tirement in 1936. Represented 
the Children’s Aid Society in 
Shelburne County until 1940. 
Surviving aye one daughter, 
Helen B., living in Vancouver; 
two sons, Francis B., living in 
the United States, Philip H„ liv¬ 
ing in Montreal; two sisters, 
Grace B., living in Annapolis 
Royal; Gladys (Hibbert), living 
in Vancouver. Burial in St. Al¬ 
ban’s Cemetery, Annapolis 
Royal. 

Ed. Note:—Though Mr. Rob¬ 
inson never returned to Cole¬ 
man for a visit, he continued to 
take a keen interest in the town 
up till his death, and often 
would write interesting articles 
concerning his early days here, 
as he knew quite intimately 
among others the late Mr. and 
Mrs. Frank Graham. It was Mrs. 
Graham, mother of Postmaster 
Frank Graham and Arthur Gra¬ 
ham, who raised money to fur¬ 


nish the church with its fine oak 
pews.

BRIDGE RIVER, B.C.—The 36- 
year-old dream of a retired sur¬ 
veyor has come true. Geoffrey 
M. Downton recently pushed a 
klaxon button that set the Brit¬ 
ish Columbia Electric Com¬ 
pany's new $22,000,000 hydro-, 
electric plant in motion. 

The plant, which produces 62,000 
horsepower, is largely the result of 
Downton’s dream. 

Situated about 130 miles northeast 
of Vancouver, the unit is one of 10 
which will eventually produce 620, 
000 horsepower for industry in the 
B.C. coastal area. It is part of a 
$50,000,000 expansion program de¬ 
signed to lure industry and business 
from the east. 

The actual planning of the scheme 
is almost fantastic. 

Mission Mountain divides Bridge 
River, a relatively small body, from 
Seton Lake, the source of the power. 
To the casual eye the two appear to 
be on the same level. 

Downton discovered there , was in 
reality a drop of 1,200 feet from the 
lake to the river. He envisaged a 
decapitated mountain, allowing the 
lake’s waters to roar down the drop, 
and a power plant at the head of the 
river. That was in 1912. 

Now the vision is complete. 

Situated in the heart of rugged 
mountain country, the development 
required 142 miles of road to estab¬ 
lish tower locations. Long hauls 
over dangerous curves took a toll in 
trucks, about 20 being lost in the 
ravines.

Announces New 
Training Program 
For Aircrew Members 

Announcement of a one-year train¬ 
ing programme for selected aircrew 
members of the R.C.A.F.’s Auxiliary 
Squadrons was made from Air Force 
Headquarters, Ottawa, following a' 
two-day conference of Auxiliary 
Squadron Officers from across Can¬ 
ada. The meeting was the first such 
gathering of senior Auxiliary officers 
since the peacetime re-organization 
of the Air Force, and was attended 
by officers representing squadrons in 
Montreal, Toronto, London, Hamil¬ 
ton, Winnipeg, Saskatoon, Calgary, 
Edmonton, and Vancouver. 

Under the new training plan se¬ 
lected Auxiliary Squadron members 
will be given a year’s instruction at 
the R.C.A.F.’s Flying Training School, 
Centralia, Ont., and will receive pi¬ 
lot’s wings and commissions as flying 
officers upon completion of the 
course. They will then return to 
civilian life, but in the capacity of 
Auxiliary Squadron aircrew they will 
proceed with further training on the 
operational aircraft available at each 
squadron.

The Government, after the “look- 
and-count” boys in the Conservation 
Department found the Canada goosg 
population dwindling, ordered shoot¬ 
ing closed at Horseshoe Lake. 

With the income from the goose 
pits gone the farmers yelled “help! 
the geese are taking us." 

So Government forces moved in. 
They came with air force and ground 
troops, and when the honkers ap¬ 
peared they turned on the noise 
gadgets. The first reaction of the 
invaders was retreat and reform. 
Those old ganders, leaders o'f the 
flock, are in absolute command and 
when they order the flock In, they go 
in. 

And they came in, hovering over 
the lake and then pealing off into a 
dive, regardless of airplane bombs 
and other noise-makers. 

Conservationist V. C. Conover said 
the bombs used are as harmless as 
firecrackers and would not damage a 
goose if a direct hit were made. Of¬ 
ten, he said, the geese react to the 
noise by diving toward it. 

The first phase of the battle has 
gone to the invaders. But the con¬ 
servationists haven’t given up. They 
think that when the later flights 
come in they will be wilder than the 
early arrivals and that the scare 
treatment will work.
